WINNIPEG’S FIRST WATER SYSTEM 


Prior to Winnipeg’s Incorporation in 1874, 
there were practically no home services 
such as light, water, etc. Householders used 
candles or coil oil lamps for lighting, and 
carried water in pails from the river. At 
this time a Mr. Irwin with his ox cart with 
a barrel attached, as shown above, institu¬ 
ted Winnipeg’s first water system by taking 
water from the Red River at a point which 
became known as Water Street, and deliv¬ 
ered it to residents at a nominal price per 
barrel. 

Subsequent to the citys incorporation in 
1874, water and sewer service, street pav¬ 
ing, sidewalk construction, etc., were com¬ 
menced and extended as rapidly as possible. 

Water at this time was taken from the 
Assiniboine River, but as settlement de¬ 
veloped along its course, the waters be¬ 
came contaminated. Consequently, com¬ 
mencing with the year 1900, a group of 
artesian wells were dug, averaging 18 feet 
in diameter, and from 50 to 100 feet deep, 
and powerful pumping machinery installed. 
From this source a good supply of water 
was secured, wholesome for domestic use, 
but being the hard variety, was not so 
favorable for industrial purposes as it 
gradually corroded steam pipes and boilers. 

As the city grew apace, it became quite 
apparent that the wells would not supply 
sufficient water in the near future. The 
City Fathers looked about for a permanent 


supply. Engineers favored Shoal Lake, an 
arm of the Lake of the Woods, and ap¬ 
proximately 90 miles southeast of Win¬ 
nipeg. 

Not only Winnipeg, but the suburban 
municipalities, and the sister city of St. 
Boniface, were vitally interested in a water 
supply. This mutual interest led to the 
instituting of the Greater Winnipeg Water 
District, by which all concerned agreed to 
share the cost on a proportional basis 
bringing water from Shoal Lake. 

Construction on a closed reinforced con¬ 
crete adqueduct was commenced in May 
1915, and on March 29th, 1919, Shoal Lake 
water entered the McPhillip Street reser¬ 
voir. The aqueduct has a capacity of 85 
million gallons per day, and the total cost 
of construction was $13,500,000. 

The altitude of Shoal Lake, being 290 
feet greater than that of Winnipeg, the 
water flows through the aqueduct by grav_ 
itation. The surface area of the lake is 
107 square miles, so that the supply of 
water can reasonably be said to be in¬ 
exhaustible. Shoal Lake is mostly rock 
bound and the area surrounding it unin¬ 
habited, thus ensuring a minimum pos¬ 
sibility of contamination. Thus Winnipeg 
and the Associated Muncipalities have 
secured a permanent supply of soft water, 
ideal for both domestic and industrial pur¬ 
poses.

THE LA VERENDRYE MONUMENT 


The first white men to reach the junction 
of the Red and Assiniboine Rivers, and 
explore the areas, on which the cities of 
Winnipeg and St. Boniface are now located, 
were the group of French Adventurers 
who accompanied the famous explorer, 


Pierre Gaultier de la Verendrye to this 
wilderness in the year 1738. 

The monument was erected in the year 
1938, in celebration of the two hundredth 
anniversary of this discovery, and is locat¬ 
ed in Laverendrye Park, Tache Avenue, 
of St. Bonifac. 


WINNIPEG PARKS 

Four large and some forty smaller parks 
dot the City with open spaces, lawns and 
trees. Those unused to the banks of prairie 
rivers always are surprised when from the 
tops of tall buildings they look out over 
miles of massed green foliage roofing the 
streets of Winnipeg in summer. More 
than 200 miles of the City’s streets have 
been boulevarded and planted with trees, 
some of which are overarching now with 
the growth of fifty years. 

The largest of Winnipeg’s parks is Assini¬ 
boine Park, an area of 300 acres straddling 
the Assiniboine River five miles west of 
the City Hall. The site was chosen for its 
natural beauty when the City bought it 
in 1910. But since then it has been added 
to in many ways. The half timbered 
pavilion with its tall tower is a landmark, 
as well as a place for refreshments. The 
Conservatory and Palm House, the only 
one in Western Canada, is a favourite point 


of call all the year around, particularly 
during the annual Chrysanthemum Show 
in November. The Zoo has both native 
and imported animals and birds, including 
a pair of lions and a band of buffalo, the 
latter the faunal emblem of the Province 
of Manitoba. Wide spreading lawns, plant¬ 
ing of trees, shrubs and flowers, and a 
variety of sports grounds complete the 
park. 

Best known of the City’s natural parks 
is Kildonan Park, three and a half miles 
north of the City Hall. Here 98 acres of 
the towering elm forest that originally 
lined the Red River banks has been cared 
for, beautified with lawns, and equipped 
with a pavilion and picnic places. 

St. Vital Park 110 acres, and Wildewood 
Park 70 acres, situated on the east and west 
banks respectively of the Red River, a few 
miles south of the City Hall, are well for¬ 
ested natural parks with deciduous trees 
and native shrubs.

Above is shown an invoice of the first 
export shipment of wheat from Manitoba, 
857 V 2 bushels, in 412 sacks, transpored from 
Winnipeg to Fargo, N.D., by barge, thence 
to Duluth by rail, and by boat over the 
Great Lakes. This was in the year 1876. 

On completion of the Canadian Pacific 
Railway across the Western Plains and to 
the Pacific Coast in 1885, thousands of 
colonists from Eastern Canada, the United 
States and Europe came to settle on the 


fertile western prairies. Subsequently with 
the extension of branch lines by the Cana¬ 
dian Pacific and Canadian National Rail¬ 
ways to serve all western farming areas, 
and the continued influx of settlers, the 
agricultural indusrty has developed and ex¬ 
panded to the extent that Canada’s export 
of wheat are now in the hundreds of mil¬ 
lions annually and has become the second 
largest wheat exporting country in the 
world.

At the end of 
1948, 71,324 persons with a weekly payroll 
of $2,749,502 were employed in Winnipeg, 
in manufacturing, transportation, con¬ 
struction, services and trade.

WINNIPEG GENERAL POST OFFICE. PORTAGE AVENUE 


When Manitoba entered the Canadian 
Federation in 1870, there were only four 
Post Offices in the province. One of these, 
which served the Red River Settlement, 
was Fort Garry. (The name was changed 
to Winnipeg in 1876.) The mail route upon 
which the settlement depended for its 
communications with the rest of Canada 
was via the United States, connections 
being made with this service at Pembina, 
North Dakota, twice a week. In summer 
the mail was carried on horseback, and in 
winter by dog team. The service continued 
to operate through U.S. channels until the

Since that date, with the extensive influx 
of settlers on the fertile Western Plain, the 
building of branch railway lines fanning 
out from Winnipeg in all directions, the 
city has made phenominal growth. The 
Post Office Department has kept pace with 
this development, as recent statistics would 
indicate. There are also ten branch Post 
Offices in Winnipeg. 75 years ago the 
revenue from the Fort Garry (Winnipeg) 
Post Office was slightly over $3,000.00 a 
year, whereas the revenue for the fiscal 
year ending March 31st, 1948, was $5,602,725.

A little less than a century after the launching in 
1738 of the tiny settlement by the first Red River 
settlers now constituting part of the City of 
Winnipeg, an enterprising merchant opened a 
small store for furs in the City of Quebec.

COUNTESS OF DUFFERIN 


The Countess of Dufferin was first 
Canadian Pacific engine to operate in 
Western Canada. It was built at the Bald¬ 
win Locomotive Works in Philadelphia, 
shipped by rail to Fargo, N.D., thence by 
barge on the Red River to Winnipeg in 1877. 


“The Countess” served for many years on 
different Divisions on the Western Plains 
and British Columbia, retiring from the 
service with the advent of the more pow¬ 
erful engines. It is now on exhibition to 
the public in the small park in front of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Depot. 


FORT GARRY AND LOADING OF OXCARTS 


The Hudson’s Bay Company as a Trad¬ 
ing Organization, has been a prime factor 
in the development of Western Canada. 
After making thorough explorations of the 
region lying west and south of Hudson’s 
Bay, the Company established trading posts 
at strategic points on the inland waterways, 
many of which eventually became the 
nucleus of permanent settlements. 

One of these Trading Posts was estab¬ 
lished at the junction of the Red and 
Assiniboine Rivers. Here very extensive 
fortifications known as Fort Garry were 
constructed, to give protection to Com¬ 
pany’s factors, and the great quantities of 
supplies kept for distribution to the in¬ 
terior posts. 


Scene above shows great numbers of ox¬ 
carts lined up at Fort Garry being loaded 
with these supplies, after which the long 
treck would commence to the remote Trad¬ 
ing Posts, carrying blankets, clothing 
groceries, rifles, ammunition, traps, and 
various articles for bartening for furs with 
the Indians. On the return journey the 
carts would be loaded with all available 
furs gathered at the Trading Posts visited. 

These events and activities are now only 
a matter of historical record. Old Fort 
Garry has been demolished, but the Red 
River Settlement which was established in 
the adjacent area, has in the last 75 years 
developed into the two flourishing cities of 
Winnipeg and St. Boniface.

WINNIPEG FREE PRESS 

Since 1872, the Free Press has been West¬ 
ern Canada's leading newspaper. It com¬ 
menced publication a year before the 
settlement became a city. A hand press 
turned out four pages at 200 papers per 
hour, but the circulation was under 500. 

The daily Manitoba Free Press, the only 
daily west of Toronto, began July 6, 1874, 
delivered to the 900 buildings and homes 
in the new city. 

Things moved rapidly in Winnipeg in the 
1880’s and ’90’s and the Free Press kept 
right up with them. In 1881, it became a 
morning paper. In 1889, the Free Press 
began publication of an evening edition. 

In December, 1931, the name Manitoba 
Free Press was changed to Winnipeg Free 
Press. 

The fast-growing paper changed its pre¬ 
mises in 1882, 1900, 1905 and finally settled 
on Carlton Street in 1913. During March, 

1949, the circulation was in excess of 100,- 
000. Approximately a thousand tons of 
newsprints paper are consumed each month 
by the Free Press publications. 

The million-and-half dollar building and 
plant is staffed by over 400 employees. 

Visitors to the city during Anniversary 
Week are invited to make a tour of this 
modern plant on Carlton Street.

TAKING GOODS OUT OF 
CANADA 

United States residents returning to the 
United States from Canada are entitled to 
take home, duty free, articles for personal 
or household use amounting to $100.00, 
purchased incidental to the journey and 
not bought on commission or intended for 
sale, PROVIDED they have been outside 
the United States at least 48 hours. This 
exemption may be claimed for every 30 
days. 

On May 20th, 1948, a law was passed which 
permits an additional exemption of $300.00 
per person. If the $100.00 exemption has 
been taken advantage of within 30 days 
prior to applying the increased exemption 
provision, the $300.00 only would apply. If 
the $100.00 exemption has not been taken 
advantage of within 30 days, an exemption 
of $400.00 would apply. The qualifications 
to obtain the greater exemption are that 
the tourists may have remained beyond 
the territorial limits for a period in excess 
of 12 days or more and that he has not had 
an exemption under the provision within 
six months prior. , 

Articles belonging to one passenger can¬ 


not be included in the exemption of an¬ 
other, except that when members of a 
family residing in one household travel 
together on their return to the United- 
States, their exemptions to which the sev¬ 
eral members of the family are entitled 
may be grouped without regard to which 
member is the owner. , , 

Purchases must be declared at the actual 
price paid, and a fair value declared for 
all articles obtained otherwise than by 
purchase, including gifts received. The 
dutiable value of merchandise is deter¬ 
mined by appraisal by the U.S. Customs 
Officers, and due allowance is made by 
appraising officers when the purchase price 
or value declared is higher than the correct 
dutiable value. 

All merchandise acquired abroad must 
be declared. When the value of the articles 
imported is less than $25.00 and accom¬ 
pany the passenger, an oral declaration 
may be made. When the value of the 
articles exceeds $25.00, a written declara¬ 
tion is also required when the merchandise 
is to be shipped to the declarant, and a 
special form is returned to the passenger 
which must be mailed to the store from 
which the purchase was made.

States citizens and they may, as heretofore, 
proceed to Canada and return to the Uni¬ 
ted States without any specified documen¬ 
tation. They need only have as a matter 
of convenience the documentary evidence 
customarily carried in the past.” In case 
you must identify yourself when re-enter¬ 
ing the United States, personal papers 
would be helpful; for example: an old 
passport, baptismal or voter’s certificate, a 
car or driver’s license, personal letters or 
similar papers. Your birth certificate is 
positive identification. Naturalized citizens 
should carry their naturalization certifi¬ 
cates.
